U.S. officials acknowledge the 


enemy will make some gains 
but they contend the price will 
be too high and that the over-all 
objective of undermining sup- 
port for the Saigon government 
will fail. 


Among other things, it is ex- 


pected that the enemy will at-

uprisings. But authorities say 
they are reasonably confident 
that, as in the Tet offensive last 
winter, no uprisings will occur.

Saigon Brings 
Up Attacks at

Nixon's

France, North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong used the Paris peace 
talks today as a forum to assail 
him. The Viet Cong accused the 
President of "black and vile in- 
tentions." 


Tran Buu Kiem, the Viet Cong 


National Liberation Front's rep- 
resentative, and 
Ambassador 


Xuan Thuy, the Hanoi delegate, 
accused Nixon of jockeying for 
military position in South Vietd 
nam aiming at a "position of 
strength" at the talks. 


Vietnam is high on the Presi- 


dent's agenda on his 48-hour 
stop in France beginning Fri- 
day. He will confer with his 
delegation Sunday, and proba- 
bly also with the South Viet- 
nanese. His visit could have an 
impact on the course of these 
talks.

i The 
United ^States , and the 


South Vietnamese, at this six 
session of the full-scale talks, 
protested the renewed enemy 
shelling of cities in South Viet- 
nam. 


The Saigon delegate, Ambas- 


sador Pham Dang Lam claimed 
that because of the Viet Cong 
and 
North Vietnamese, 
the 


"search for peace has not pro- 
gressed one single step." 


U.S. Ambassador Henry Ca- 


bot Lodge warned the other side 
that "The consequences of these 
attacks are your responsibili- 
ty," and that the shellings sug- 
gested an unwillingness to lork 
toward peaceful settlement. 


The United States contends 


there was an agreement at the 
time President Johnson stopped 
all bombing of North Vietnam 
Nov. 1 and this is being violated 
by renewed shelling of the cities 
in the South. 
In his prepared 
s t a t e - 


ment, Thuy claimed that the 
agreement on cessation of the 
bombing "was completely un' 
conditional."

Hoosiers Are 
the Best in 
Swimming

BLOOMINGTON, 
Ind. (AP)

Swimming has come a long 


way in Indiana since James 
Whitcomb Riley's Old Swimmln' 
Hole, and the man responsible 
is Coach Jim "Doc"Counsllman 
of Indiana University. 


The Hoosiers have won 37 


straight dual meets and are 
heavy favorites to win their 
ninth straight Big Ten swim- 
ming championship this week- 
end at Wisconsin. 


Then comes the NCAA meet 


March 27-29, with the Hoosiers 
defending their crown in their 
own Royer Pool. 


Counsilman, who came to In- 


diana 11 years ago from Cort- 
land, N.Y., State Teachers Col- 
lege, isn't so sure of his team's 
chances in that event. 


"Last year's team was the 


greatest college team ever," he 
says. "It scored in every event 
in the NCAA meet at Dart- 
mouth. 
"This year's varsity is weak- 


er, but we could have a stronger 
team that last year's if we're al- 
lowed to use four freshmen.". 


Just 
one freshman, Mark 


Spitz, could make Indiana the 
clear-cut favorite. 


The young Californian who en- 


rolled in Indiana over the winter 
holds the world records in the 
100-meter, 110-yard and 200-me- 
ter butterfly events, and In the 
1968 Olympics he won two gold 
medals swimming on the 400 
and 800-meter U.S. freestyle re- 
lay teams. 


The NCAA allows freshmen to 


compete with varsity teams in 
roost sports 
now, including 


swimming, but the Big Ten does 
not. 


A Big Ten meeting starting 


March 
6 
in Chicago might

mouth. The penicillins are of 
greatest value in combating

House after being exiled by his 
colleagues in 1967, has yet toat» 
tend a meeting of his old Educa* 
tlon and Labor Committee, to 
Which he was reassigned. 


During 22 years in the House 


before he got into trouble over 
his 
use of committee funds, 


Powell never won any awards 
for his attendance and it looks 
as if nothing has changed. 


Since the opening week of 


Congress Powell has not been 
seen on the House floor and 
calls to his office find him not 
in. 


Instead, he has spent most of 


his time in Harlem, functioning 
as a one-man committee hear- 
ing complaints from his constit- 
uents about the poverty pro- 
gram. 


And where most members in- 


troduce dozens of bills at the 
start of each session, Powell has 
put in only two—both of which 
would establish special commit- 
tees with him as chairman. 


Powell didn't even reply to a 


letter from Rep. Carl D. Per- 
kins, D-Ky., who succeeded him 
as chairman of the Education 
and Labor Committee, asking 
what 
subcommittee 
assign- 


ments he wanted. 


However, through an arrange- 


ment with the House Democrat- 
ic leadership, 
Powell has a 


suite in the lavish Rayburn 
Building, directly above the one 
he had as chairman. 


The arrangement doesn't set 


well with some of the newer 
members since office assign- 
ments are based on seniority 
and Powell supposedly lost his 
under the resolution by which 
he was fined and seated. 


But the three-member com- 


mittee that rules over such mat- 
ters upheld his right to the of- 
fice this week by a 2-1 vote. 
Speaker John W. McCormack 
and Rep. Emanuel Celler, D- 
N.Y., 
cast the two votes, with 


Rep. 
William C. Cramer, R- 


Fla., dissenting.

ell, 
the 
ardent sportsman, 


caught and had mounted in his 
office before his downfall, is 
back in place in his new office. 


But the walls are bare of the 


plaques, awards and signed pho- 
tographs of presidents and other 
dignitaries that used to be on 
display. 


Also missing is the hum and 


excitement that used to mark 
the office of the chairman of one 
of the busiest committees of 
Congress.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - the 


administration 
approved pro* 


posal to increase the beer tax 
by $2.50 cleared one house of 
the Arkansas General Assemb* 
ly Wednesday but was defeated 
in the other. 


The Senate passed its version 


of the bill 27»8 while the meas- 
ure failed in the House on a 
69*15 vote, with 75 needed for 
passage. 


In other action, the House 


attached the emergency clause 
to the administration's local 
option 
mixed-drink 
bill 
and 


passed a form of the often de- 
feated documentary stamp tax 
bill. 


The Senate also cleared the 


way for final consideration of 
the administration's measure to 
increase the state tax on corp- 
orate income. 


Sen. Richard Earl Griffin of 


Crossett, sponsor of the beer 
tax measure, said it would pro- 
duce about $1.5 million in new 
revenue. It would increase the 
tax from $5 to $7.50 on a 32- 
gallong barrel of beer. 


Rep. 
N. B. "Nap" Murphy of 


Hamburg, author of the House 
version, said the beer industry 
had agreed to the $2.50 as a 
compromise to Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller's request for a $5 
increase. 


The 
House 
attached 
the 


emergency clause to the mixed- 
drink bill on reconsideration. 
The vote was 74-16, with 67 
votes needed. 


The measure was then sent 


to the Senate where Sen. Guy 
"Mutt" Jones of Conway ob- 
jected to the routine second 
reading of the bill and it could 
delay final consideration of it 
until early next week. 


The l a t e s t documentary 


stamp

lower chamber called for a tax 
of 10 cents per $100 value on 
the transfer of property and the 
initial issuance of stocks in 
domestic corporations.

ther leader Eldridge Cleaver 
fled arrest in California authori- 
ties report no trace of him de- 
spite numerous leads and a 
search that has reached into 
other countries. 


Officially, the FBI will say 


only that the case is under 
investigation. 


But it is known that authori- 


ties are uncertain whether the 
33-year-old self-educated Negro 
author, 
considered 
extremely 


dangerous by the FBI, carried 
out an implied threat to leave 
the country. 


Just before dropping from 


sight Nov. 24, Cleaver said his 
only alternative to ^serving a jail 
sentence for violating parole 
was to "get out of the country." 


That statement, some feel, 


could have been a smokescreen 
to draw Investigators off Cleav- 
er's path. 


It is pointed out also that

to Keep West 
Berlin Free

BERLIN (AP) - President 


Nixon 
made a wide swing 


through the outpost city of West 
Berlin today to show America's 
concern for its freedom. The 
West Berliners gave him arous- 
ing welcome. 
"Our commitment to the free- 


dom of Berlin," Nixon told a 
cheering crowd of 6,000 at an 
electrical appllcance factor 
"has never been more steady, 
never more firm than It Is to- 
day." 


The crowd of workers greeted 


the President with a long burst 
of applause as he appeared and 
then interrupted his speech fre- 
quently with their noisy approv- 
al. 


Nixon's trip through the city, 


closely guarded by some 7,000 
Berlin policemen, was almost a 
triumphant march, but a group 
of students added a sour note as 
the 
procession 
passed 
the 


bombed-out Kaiser Wilhelm Me- 
morial Church, now a monu- 
ment to peace. 


The students shouted a few 


Sieg Hells and 
other uncpli- 


mentary remarks as the Presi- 
dent passed, pelted policemen 
with nail-filled snowballs and 
threw some 
paint into the 


street. But it was a weak effort 
by 200 or 300 students. Other 
Berliners 
scuffled 
with the 


youths, 
and police arrested 


about 22 persons. 


Acting like an old campaign- 


er, Nixon hopped in and out of 
Ms heavily guarded limousine to 
shake hands with Berliners, pat 
youthful heads and 
exchange 
smiles. 


And 
from 
the moment he 


landed In Air Force One at 
Tempelhof Airport, he empha- 
sized again and again that his 
administration is dedicated to 
the old American pledge that 
"the people of the United States 
stand with you in the defense of 
freedom." 


He insisted he was speaking 


in no "spirit of bravado or bel- 
ligerence." 


"I am simply stating an irre- 


vocable fact of international 
life," he declared. 


Over and over, he repeated 


his message: 


"No one should doubt the de- 


termination of the United States 
to live up to Its obligations. 


"For more than a generation, 


we have pledged American lives 
tn an ideal and a reality: that 
Berlin shall be free and that 
Berlin shall live. For its part, 
Berlin has remained steadfast. 
So have we— and steadfast we 
shall stay." 
These 
declarations 
were 


matched with such assurances 
as he gave at the electrical 
plant-that he is devoted to end- 
ing "the division of this city, 
this nation, and this continent." 


At the end of his speech Nixon 


said he wanted to give "one fi- 
nal message from the hearts of 
the people of my country to the 
hearts of the people of Berlin." 


"Sometimes," he said, "you 


must feel that you are awfully 
alone. But remember we are 
with you and people around the 
world are with you." 


"All the people of the world 


who want freedom are truly 
Berliners." 


His final words were an echo 


of those from the last American 
President to visit West Berlin, 
John F. Kennedy, who electri- 
fied a crowd of more than a mil- 
lion in the city's central square 
with his emotional declaration: 
"Ich bin ein Berliner (I am a 
Berliner)*-All free men, wher- 
ever they may live, are citizens 
of Berlin."
